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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 10 - 29 (now respectively renumbered 2-8, 10 - 15, 9, 16, 17 - 20, and 1) are 
allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Each of the independent claims currently requires that the content of an image is used to 
search for similar images and not metadata or other text associated with the image to perform the 
search. Each of the independent claims positively recites that a "content based retrieval 
technique" (as taught in the specification) is used to search for similar images as the captured 
image and not metadata or other associated text that may be part of an image file. 

The closest prior art discloses using characteristics entered by a user to generate a binary 
image of the captured image, then calculating the characteristics of shape using a circularity 
measure, then calculating the characteristics of color using a center of gravity calculation, and 
then combining these characteristics into a table and comparing them to characteristics of other 
images in the database to find a match(s). The closest prior art also discloses searching for 
additional images of interest located on other computers connected to the network when an 
image of interest is not located on the server. 

However, the closest prior art does not teach of fairly suggest the content based image 
retrieval technique described above. 

2. The Examiner respectfully notes the above-statement is merely a summary of the novelty 
of the present invention as described by the claims. The above-statement should not be 
construed as language that would allowable if submitted in new claim or amended into an 
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existing claim. Rather, it is the specific language of the claims filed August 3, 2010 that the 
Examiner considers in condition for allowance.
